1. (Currently amended) A method in a data processing system for establishing a 
customized catalog, the method comprising: 

placing items in a tneta-shopping cart in response to a selection of the items by a 
user; and 

generating the customized catalog using items in the m eta-shopping cart in 
response to a request to generate the customized catalog; a**4 
placing the customized catalog on a Web sit e: and 

allowing purchases from the customized catalog on the Web site hv a selected 

buyer . 

2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 furth e r compri s ing - 
wherein the customized catalog is comprised of selected items from di fferent 

selling sites, and the step of allowing purchases from the customized catalog on the Web 
site by a selected buyer comprises generating individual purchase orders that arc sent to 
corresponding selling entities associated with the selling sites . 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein the selected buyer is the user. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the user is one of an individual, a 
business, and a government entity.
